1 . BELIEVE EMBASSY IN ADVANTAGEOUS POSITION VIS-A-VIS REF 
PROBLEM IN THAT FAA TEAM FROM BRUSSELS SCHEDULED TO HOLD 
TWO-DAY SEMINAR ON CIVIL AVIATION MATTERS IN TUNIS BEGINNING 
27 SEPT. AS HAS BEEN STATED IN PREVIOUS TRAFFIC, WIDE RANGE 

OF SUBJECTS WILL BE DISCUSSED WITH TUNISIAN CIVIL AVIATION 
AUTHORITIES, OFFICERS OF TUNIS AIR, AND OFFICIALS OF TUNISIAN 
AIRPORTS (OPAT) AT THAT TIME, AMONG WHICH WILL BE AIRPORT 
SECURITY AND PASSENGER SAFETY.

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2. IN ADDITION TO ABOVE, DEPARTMENT WILL RECALL THAT, AT 
REQUEST OF ABDELMAJID BOUSLAMA, DIRECTOR GENERAL OF SURETE 
NATIONALE, FORMER RSO PREPARED FOR GOT (COPY POUCHED 

TO DEPT IN SEPT 1975) COMPREHENSIVE SURVEY OF THE 
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PHYSICAL LAYOUT AND SECURITY PRACTICES FOLLOWED AT 
TUNIS/CARTHAGE INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT. GENERAL FIND- 
INGS OF REPORT INDICATED THAT ALTHOUGH SECURITY PRO- 
CEDURES WERE BASICALLY SOUND, THERE WAS ROOM FOR IM- 
PROVEMENT. REPORT RECOMMENDED SPECIFIC CHANGES IN 
PRACTICES EMPLOYED, ADDITION OF TECHNICAL EQUIPMENT 
AND TRAINED PERSONNEL, AND SOME ARCHITECTURAL 
ALTERATIONS DESIGNED TO REROUTE PASSENGER FLOW. UN- 
FORTUNATELY, ASLFAR AS EMBASSY AWARE, NONE OF THE 
RECOMMENDED CHANGES HAVE YET BEEN IMPLEMENTED. 

3. BELIEVE FINDINGS OF SECURITY SURVEY ARE DETAILED, 
CURRENT, AND AUTHORITATIVE. REPORT REPRESENTS EVALU- 
ATION OF GOT NEEDS AND EMBASSY BELIEVES ITS CONTENTS 
ARE RESPONSIVE TO PARAGRAPH 3 OF REFERENCE. FURTHER- 
MORE, FAA TEAM WILL HAVE OPPORTUNITY TO REVIEW AP- 
PLICABILITY ABOVE SECURITY SURVEY WITH TUNISIANS AND 
DISCUSS THEIR OWN ASSESSMENT OF THEIR NEEDS. IF IN 

FACT FAA AND GOT VIEW FURTHER DISCUSSIONS WOULD BE USEFUL 
TO IMPROVE SECURITY AT TUNIS AIRPORT, OR IF A TECHNI- 
CAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM APPEARS ADVISABLE, SUCH AR- 
RANGEMENTS COULD BE WORKED OUT DIRECTLY BETWEEN 
TUNISIAN CIVIL AVIATION AUTHORITIES AND FAA. 

4. FAA SEMINAR PRESENTATION TO TUNISIANS INCLUDES 
SECURITY ONLY AS ONE ITEM AMONG MANY. THEREFORE 
EMBASSY OFFICER, AT APPROPRIATE POINT DURING SEMINAR, 
INTENDS TO APPROACH DIRECTOR GENERAL OF CIVIL AVIATION 
MERCHAOUI, WHO IS EXPECTED TO BE IN ATTENDANCE, TO 
STRESS FURTHER IMPORTANCE OF SECURITY AT INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORTS AND USG CONCERN THIS SUBJECT. (MEMBER OF 

FAA TEAM MAY WISH TO JOIN IN APPROACH.) WE WILL 
THUS HAVE OPPORTUNITY OF BRINGING UP THIS ISSUE IN 
CONTEXT OF SEMINAR WHICH ITSELF REFLECTS USG COMMIT- 
MENT TO ACTION AS WELL AS WORDS. 
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5. WILL MAKE COPIES OF SECURITY SURVEY AVAILABLE TO 
FAA TEAM UPON ARRIVAL TUNIS.
